T has of late been wonderful to ob- 
ſerve the Atheiſts, the Deiſts, Fana- 
ticks, and the Spawn of Jeſuits, un 
der the. prolifick influence of an a- 

bus'd Toleration, crawling forth like Lo- 
cuſts, firſt to darken, and then to devour 
the Land. Their continual attempts have 
been made with a double entendrè, to ſub- 
vert the State through the ruin of the 
Church; or, convertibly, the Hierarchy of 
the, Church through the Monarchy of 
the State. And, to make Root and Branch- 
work with both, they have now again 
boldly denied to either any Eſtabliſhment 
by the Word of God; and, like Men of 
Moderation | aſſerted, that as long as the 
* Eſſen- 
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Eſſentials of Faith, orſhip, and Govern- 
ment are preſerv'd, it matters not for any 


particular Form; but I fear the Form and 


the Eſſence are ſo inſeparably united, that 
he who denies the Authority of the one, 
does at the ſame time invalidate the Rea- 


ſonableneſs of the other. The Apoſtle | 
tells the Coloſſiars, c. 2. 53. that be joyed * 
to behold their Order, and the Stedfaſtneſs 


of their Faith in Chriſt. 1ſt. their Order, 
then the Stedfaſtneſs of their Faith in 
Chriſt ; imply ing, that where right Or- 


der is not maintain'd, Stedfaſtneſs of Faith 


cannot long eontinue; but how there can 
be right Order without ſet Form, I want 
the Lagick of thoſe Gentlemen to under- 
ſtand ; and if every Form be mutable at 
the pleaſure of an indefinite. Supreme 
Power for the time being, then there ean 
be no ſuch thing as an Eſtabliſh'd. Gg- 
vernment either in Church or State, hut 
we are left to an occaſional Obedience in 
both; whereas the Apoſtle ſays, that the 
Church is only compleat in Chriſt, who i 
the head of all Principality and Power, Col.

mendment. If a Prieſt now a days make 
a Calf, muſt.he needs, like Aaron, give it 
out to be Deify'd by the People? But ſince 


this is done, how fond ſoever theſe may 


be of ſo filly, an Animal; yet the Tribe 
of Levi ought to ſhew their juſt reſent- 
ment, and ſtop the infection of others as 
well as prevent any Malignity in them- 
ſelves: They watch for Mens Souls as they 
that muſt give account, and tho their 
Zeal cannot warrantably proceed to the 
ſlaying of a Brother, yet they who are 
moſt Eminently to Adorn, muſt likewiſe 
by all Lawful methods be ſure to Defend 
the Doctrine of God our Saviour in all 
things; and let him be a Pr— t, B— 
or an Angel of God that ſhall Preach 
any other, we are to abhor and confute 
the Theſis, and at leaſt admoniſh the Per- 
ſon that by ſpecial Repentance he may re- 
tract his Crime, take ſhame to himſelf, and 
give Glory to God who muſt be true, tho 
every Man be a Liar. The Man that main- 
tain'd the ſufficiency of Scripture, Tlov'd and 
admir'd, but fince the ſame now deftroys 
what once he eſtabliſh'd, Ineither Reverence

two Concluſions; One, that ſingle Au- 
thority and Power is from God ; the o- 
ther, that whatſoever Act intervenes, if 
it were a Covenant,it contributes nothing 
to Authority, cannot weaken it, cannot 
repeal it, becauſe the Judges were for 
Life, as appears; and any Act of the People 
is no more than a Recognition of the Po- 
wer being from God. 


8thly, Obj. By Mr. Lock againſt the So- 
vereign Power of Judges or Kings, be- 
cauſe nothing is mentioned of Judges, but 
what they did as Generals, and the cur- 
rent Office of King, (ſays he) was to go 
in and out before the People, 1 Sam. 8. 20. 
The Children of Iſrael deſired a King like 
all the Nations to judge them, and to go 
out before them, and to fight their Battles. 
And God granting their defire, ſays to 


Samnel 
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Sammel, I will ſend thee a Maj, and thou 
ſhalt Anoint him Captain over, & r. Chap. 
9. 16. Anſ. This Argumentation is ridis 
culous, for it proceeds thus, becauſe the 
Judge or King only, had the Power to 
make War or Peace, therefore he had no 
_ farther Power; this is to argue from one 
Branch of Sovereignty againſt all the reſt. 
Beſides the Scripture affirms the Right, the 
ſole Right, of inflicting capital Puniſh⸗ 
ments to belong to che Judges and Kings, 
as we find ſpecified in Moſes, Joſbua, &c. 
and readily ſubmitted to by all the People, 
who alſo acknowle it a Crime worthy 
of Death, not to do whatſoever they 
ſaid unto them. And it was Death by 
the Law to blaſpheme God and the King, 
and it was extraordinarily Puniſh'd by 
God himſelf, witneſs Korah, Dathan, and

gthly, Obj. Againſt Kingly Power by Di. 
vine Right, becauſe all Men are Born free. 
A. No Man is born free from Government, 
but with his Natural being, comes into the 
World ſubje& to ſome, every one is Born 
ſubject to his Father, of whom he has his 
Exiſtence in Nature, and if his Father be 

ſubject to another, he is born Subject to his 
Father's Superiour, (as is abundantly e- 
vident from God's poſitive Law con- 

| cerning 
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cerning the Children of Servants Manu- 
mitted) which does not at all intrench 
upon his Natural Freedom, which 
is plain from Gen. 41. 44. 1 aw Pha- 
raab, i. e. I have the Sovereign Power 
cover all, and therefore have Authority 

to make thee Viceroy; and yet we find 
that ſame People who were born Pha- 
raab's Subjects, enjoying their private 
Properties, till they bartered them away 
for Bread, Ger. 47. 19. Buy us and our 
Land for Bread, and we and our Land 
will be Servants to Pharoah, 1. e. Pharoah 
ſhall be the ſole Proprietor, and we are 
content to have it in Tenure from him. 
And ver. 25. We will be Pharoah's Servants. 
So that the private Property of Mankind, 
is very conſiſtent with Monarchical Go- 
vernment. 

This Comprehends and fully Anſwers 
that other Republican Maxim, Privatus 
libertatem ſuam abdicare poteſt, ergo et meul- 
titudo, Every private Perſon may make 
away his own Natural Freedom, there» 
fore a Multitude may do ſo, and from 
this Compact ariſes all Monarchical Power; 
but we have provid Men born under 
Government, tho' they may alienate their 
private Property, and to put this out of 
all doubt, I will affirm and prove, that 


none ever was Born exempt from Subje- 
> ion 
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jection to lawful Government. Chriſt as 
an was, not exempted from this, Luke 
TI. 51. x) by u pu&vos , He Was 
ſubject unto them, i. e. To Joſeph his puta- 
tive Father, and Marry his true Mother, 
the word in theOriginal is the ſame which 
the Apoſtle uſes, Rom. 13. 1. Commanding 
Obedience and Subjectiom to Higher Powers. 
And our Lord according to his own. Rule 
paid Tribute to Cæſar to whom it was 
due, and afterwards tells Pilate, He! could 
have no Power over him unleſs it were gi- 
ven him of God, therefore he. that deli- 
vered Chriſt up had the greater Sin, by 
which Chrift acknowledges Pilate (i. e. 
Ceſar's) * Temporal Authority, 
that he had no appeal from thence but 
to God, who would ſeverely account 
with him, that betray'd his Innocent 
Maſter, to the Sovereign Power veſted 
in one, that might exert it contrary to 
the Patent by which he held it, and 
Chriſt proves his Kingdom not to be 
of this World, from his Servants not 
Fighting for him, that be might mot 
be delivered up — Arguing from their 
Natural Duty, to the Natural Lord and 
King, had he been Temporally ſo. To 
ſhut up all in few Wonds, give me 
leave to tell theſe ObjeQors, what they

The 24. fs when a Man's Perſon is 
confin'd or committed, that he is depriv'd 
of living at liberty as he liſts, as Crimi- 
nals or Bebtors; this kind of ſervitude 
is call'd cepnas ayTT pay ich, when the li- 
bertyofgoing where we will,or doing what 
is lawful at pleaſute is taken away. Thus 
w Saviour tells Pae. x 21. 18. Whey 
thou waſt young, thou girdeſt thy ſelf. and 
walked bs thou — Ko 14 when 
thou ſhalt be old, another 645 gird thee 
and carry thee whither thou wouldeſt not. 
Tue third is a Servitude % umlaty, 
conſiſting in Subordination. In the firſt 
Senſe every Man is born free: in the ſe- 
cond, ſome only by mifdemeanour, either 
real or ſuppos'd, are depriv'd 'of the 

Liberties 
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Liberties of free Subjects. In the third 
ſenſe no Man is born free, but Subject to 
his Father, and his Father's Father, 
his Father's Sovereign, as M. Pool calls 
Pharaoh the Egyptians King and common 
Father, in Gen. 41. 55. So that all are 
born tied to their Duty of Allegiance ; 
and ſeeing Chriſt fulfill'd all Righteouſ- 
neſs, ſo that he ſubjected and ſubmitted 
himſelf to his Parents and to Ceſar too; 
we muſt deny our ſelves to be Chriſti- 
ans, if we deny that we are born under 
the tye of Allegiance: But if the Power 
be in the People, we are not Born under 
the tye of Allegiance, becauſe that 
Power was not conferr'd upon them by 
God (which no Republican has ever 
prov'd) and till they do what they never 
can, no Man is ſubject to any juriſdiction 
(according to Lock) till by his own per- 
ſonal act and deed, he has devolv'd his 
Natural Right upon the Community, and 
then the greateſt part of evety Nation are 
Independents to that Government; and 
becauſe Mankind is 4 flux Body no Na- 
tional Law can be a day, an hour in force, 
over the thouſandth part of the People, 
and conſequently there is, there can be 
no ſuch a thing''ss Government in the 
World, without recourſe to ſingle Power, 
delegated from God to act by and for boy 
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by his Authority and for his Glory, and 
that is both King and People's welfare, 
both here and hereafter. And unleſs this 
be ſo, unleſs Monarchy be the particular 
form of Government by God Eſtabliſh'd, 
with what face can any Man pretend to 


adviſe every one that hears him, as Solo- 
mom does every Son of his whether Natural 
or Political, My Sor fear thou the Lord and 
the King, and meddle not with them that 
are given to change; i. e. from fearing ei- 
ther God or the King.

Now God the Father, being Fons deita- 
tis, the Fountain of the Deity, has all 
Power originally in and of himſelf; 
the Son as the firſt of him, is 
Heir of all things, and has his n 
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and Power communicated from his Fa- 
ther, and that both by Birth and Fact: 
And ſo our Saviour prays; Father gloriffe thy 
Son's glorifie me with the ſame glory that 1 
had with thee before the World; i. e. give 
to my humane Nature the Mediatory 
Kingdom due to my Obedience, as I had 
the Eternal Kingdom from thy Eternal 
Generation of me, John 17. 5. There is 
a difference between Chriſt's Eternal and 
Mediatory Kingdom; they are diftin- 
guiſh'd by David, Pſal. 110: The Lord ſaid 
wnto my Lord, fit thou on my right hard, 
till I make thine enemies thy foot-ftool. He 
was Lord before placed at God's Right 
Hand, by Right of Primogeniture : He 
was placed at God's Right Hand by ſpe- 
cial appointment of the Father, whom 
the Father has appointed Heir of all things, 
Heb. 1. 2. As God his Throne is for ever 
and ever, Heb. 1. 8. As Mediator he is 
to reign till he has put all enemies under 
his feet , then is he to give up the King- 
dome to God even the Father, that God 
may be all in all, 1 Cor. 15. 25. Ge. 
And the Apoſtle ſays, The Heir, till the 
time appointed of his Father, differs no- 
thing from a Servant, tho' he be Lord of all, 
Gal. 4. 1, 2. And accordingly Chriſt tells 
his Diſciples, that firſt it behoved Chriſt 
tg ſuffer, and then to enter into his glory.

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From all which the Argument is plain,

Seed for ever, i. e. to the coming of the 
Meſſiah, the firft Born of the Kings of the 
Houſe of Judah, Gen. 13. 15. He ſays not 
Seeds as of many, but Seed as of one, i. e. 


Iſaac 
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Taec the firſt Born by the Free- woman, 
who was by promiſe, and in whom his 
Seed was to be called: and tho' God was 
pleas d to transfer the Birth right from 
{hmael, yet he gave him a Kingdom, and 
along Race of Hereditary Princes in com- 
nſation, ſo was it in the Tranſlation 
of the Birth - right, from Eſa» to Jacob, 
they were both Rulers: Sueh care did 
God take of Hereditary Right, that where 
the Elder was not perſonally qualified for 
the Government of the Peculium, God 
exchanged it for another Civil Power, 
and therefore Lock's Objection falls to the 


Ground. 


gthly. When Jacob comes to make his 
Will, he gives a reaſon why the firſt 
Born has a Right to ſucceed in the Pater- 
nal Power, viz. by way of natural Ex- 
cellence, being the firſt of his Father's 
ſtrength; Reuben, thou art my firſt born, 
my might, and the beginning of my ſtrength, 
the excellency of dignity, and the excellency 
of power, Gen. 49. 3. i. e. As firſt Born 
thou hadſt the right of Precedency be- 
fore all thy Brethren in point of Digni- 
ty, Power, and Privilege, the double 
portion, the Prieſthood, the Domi- 
nion over thy Brethren were _ 
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but thou haſt forfeited it by thy Sin. 80 
was it with Simeon and Levi, therefore 
it devolv'd upon Judah as next in Blood: 
Judah thou art he whom thy Brethren ſhall 
praiſe : Thy Father's Children (i. e. all thy 
Brethren and my Polterity, he ſays not 
Mother's Children, for his Sons had di- 
vers Mothers) ſhall bow down before thee, 
ver. 18. i. e. ſhall own thee as their Su- 
perior and Lord, upon whom, by God's 
Direction, I have devolved this part of 
the Right of the firſt Born : By theſe 
and the following words we plainly ſee, 
that theſe Bleſſings and Predictions were 
not diſtributed according to Jacob's Aﬀe- 
ctions and Iuclinations, (for then Judab 
ſhould never have been advanced above 
his worthily beloved Joſeph,) but by the 
immediate direction of God's Spirit. Poal 
in loc. And now what becomes of Mr. Lochs 
Objection concerning the birth-right's being 
Foſeph's, mentioned 1 Chrox. 5. 12. An 
excellent Specimen of a Commentator 
truly ! He has ſhewn here how fit he was 
to clear Chriſt's Hereditary right to the 
Government, who plainly denies that the 
Birth-right was J»dah's, for he aſſerts, 
p- 113. that the Birthright was nothing 
elſe but a double Portion, but it isabove 
prov'd that, that was but onePrerogative of 
the Birth right, that the Prieſthood and u- 
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premacy were the two other; and we 
have the Apoſtle aſſerting that our Lord 
ſprang out of Judah, Heb. 7. 4. and that 
both his Prieſthood” and Principality 
were his 'Birth-right. Heb. 1. per tot. com- 
pare with, (/. 1. and 110. What genu- 
ine Annorations we are like to have np- 
on the New Teſtament, we may plainly 
ſee by his Expoſition of the Old, both 
which ought to Correſpond, Explain and 
Confirm one another. What a Bleſſing 
the World had to be deliver'd from Ig- 
norance and Superſtition, by the Lear- 
ning of Socinus; and this Gentleman! 
One ſo well vers'd in Genealogy that he 
ſays, Sem was Noahs eldeſt Son; contra- 
ry to the Scripture account of his Age 
and Relation, to Japheth, Pool on Gen.

- 6thly; Hereditary Right to Govern- 
ment always took place among the Jews, 
where God did not expreſly alienate it: 
This was a poſitive Law, Deut. 21. 15. 
by which the firſt born was not to be put 
by, out of Affection to a younger Son of a 
more beloved Wife, and accordingly we 
read, 2 Cbron. 21.3. That the good King 7e- 
hoſaphat; gave great Gifts to all his Sons, 
but the Kingdom to Jeboram, becauſe he 
was 'the firſt Born. Tho' otherwiſe he 
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would not have done it, having very 
probably diſcover'd the perverſe and 
wicked Inclinations of this Prince, and 
how much he was ſway'd by his Idola- 
trous Wife, and what the Church might 
ſuffer hy his Reign; and yet he durſt 
not draw up a Bill of Excluſion againſt 
him; no, Divine Right was of his ſide, 
and to Divine Providence muſt the event 
be left. ie 


7thly. Adonijab in his Diſcourſe to 
Bathſbeba, lays his claim to the Crown 
by right of Primogeniture, as à plain 
caſe, where God himſelf does not ex- 
preſly Alienate that Right. Thou knoweſt, 
ſaid he, that the Kingdom was mine 
(viz. by Birthright as well as Fact,) how- 
beit the Kingdom is turned about and is 

become' my Brother's, jor it was his from 
the Lord. 1 King. 2. 15. And that it 
was no plot of Nathan, Zadocłk and Bath- 
bebe ʒ 'tho' ſome Men are pleas d to name 
it Prieſt- craft, it was by God given to 
Solomon before he was Born, He being by 
God's ſpecial Appointment named Jedidiab.

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8thly, Solomon who adviſes his Sor #9 
fear God and the King, aud not to med. 
ale with them that are given to Change, owns 
the Ntural Right of the firſt Born, in the 
eaſe of Adonij ab, for whom Bathſheba ask'd 

 Abiſhag the Shunamite to Wife, 1 King: 2. 
22. And King Solomon ſaid, &c. Why doſt 
thou ask :biſhag fo, Adonijah? Ask for him 
the Kingdom alſo, for he is mine Elder Bro- 
ther. i. e. the Kingdom was his by Na- 
ture, Birthright, the Law of Nations, and 
the municipal Law of this Kingdom; but 
that God was pleaſed to make an ex- 
ception to that general Rule. 


I will mention but one Material Obje- 
ion, that I can find againſt this Right 
of Inheritance, and it is the Revolt of the 
to Tribes from the Houſe of Judah; and 
among them the frequent preterition of 
the firſt Born, and this in ſeveral places 
of Scripture, confeſſediy from God him- 
ſelf, I need not make the Quotations be- 
cauſe Tallow the Objection. But to this 1 
anſwer, That the Revolt of the 10 Tribes 
was only a permiſſive Act of God's Provi- 
dence in Judgment upon Solomon, and 
Reheboam's_Wickedneſs, which was not 
only agreeable to God's Covenant with 
David 
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David, PC. 89. 30. If his Children forſak® 
my Laws, &c. ver. 32. Then well I wijit 
their Offences with 12 Rod, and their Ini- 
quit with ſtripes, nevertheleſs my loving 
indneſs will I not utterly take from bim: 
And this was Solomon threatned with, 
1 King. 11. II. Foraſmuch as this is done 
of thee, and thou haſt not k:pt my Covenant, 
Ge. I will ſurely rend the Kingdom from 
thee, and will give it to thy Servant. And 
ſo God tells Jeroboam, ver. 35. I will tate 
the Kingdom out of his Sons hand, and 
will grve it to thee, even 10 Tribes. ver. 36. 
and to his Son will [ give one Tribe, that 
David my Servant may always have a light 
before me. (So that the Hereditary Line 
of David was not to be cut off utterly,) 
and wer. 37. God ſays, Thou ſhalt Reign 
according to all that thy Soul deſires. By 
which God ſecretly Taxes him for his 
Ambitious and Rebellious Mind, and 
God tells him Moreover, that if he wand 
Hearken to all that he commanded . him he 
would be with him, and build him a ſure 
Houſe 4s he built for David, and would 
give Iſrael. to him, and that he would for 
this [ rebellion againſt their God] 4H 
the feed of David, but not for ever. der, 38. 

9. By. which is evident, that tho' God 
fery'd his Providential ends upon Jerobo- 
14 a divas | "> es 
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ams revolt, yet he look d upon it, as a 
great Sin in him, and the 10 Tribes, and 
puniſh'd both him and them with utter 
exciſion, ſometime after, as David pro- 
phetically ſpeaks, Pſ. 109. 13. He fought 
againſt me without à cauſe, let their Poſteri- 
ty be cut off, and in the generation following 
let their name be blotted ont. And ſo his 
Family all were deſtroyed by Ahijah a 
Rebel like himſelf, and the kingdom of 
Iſrael inceflantly plagued with Civil diſ- 
entions, till Salmanazar came and carried 

the 10 Tribes away Captive (as the Fews 
give the reaſon) becauſe their Fathers 
had ſaid, what Portion have we in David? 
Neither have we any Inheritance in the Son 
of Jiſſe, 1 King. 12. 16. Thus they broke 
out into actual Rebellion againſt him 
whom God had made their lawful So- 
vereign (and Jeroboamů owns him ſo cal- 
ling him their Lord 1 King. 12. 27.) 
wherein tho' they fulfilled Gods counſel 
yet they violated his Authority, and 
Command, M. Pool in loc. And therefore 
this is ſo far from being an Objection 
. againſt the divine Right of Inheritance, 
that whoſoever reads the whole Story of 
the Kingdom of Iſrael, will find it an 
irrefragable Argument for it, by reaſon of

ters of it, and tho Kingdoms are at 
God's abſolute Diſpoſal, that that was hy 
him accounted Uſurpation, is evident 
from Abijah's claiming the Kingdom of 
Tfrael by right of Inheritance from David, 
and Appealing to God by War, obtain'd 
a ſignal Victory over Jeroboam, and it is 
ſaid expreſly that God ſmote Jeroboam, 
and all Iſrael before Abijah and Judab. 
2 Chron. 13. 15. and it is called Jerobo- 
ams Rebellion, ver. 6. hath Rebelled a- 
gainſi his Lord. And there are gathered 
to him vain Men, the Children of Belial. 
7. e. ſuch as have caſt off the Yoke of 
Obedience, which they ow'd both to 

God and their King. M. Pool in loc. In 
the words of Solomon, Men that fear nei- 
ther God nor the King, Men given to Change. 
And by this time I ſuppoſe the Objetti- 
on is fully anſwered, and there lies no 
other againſt the Hereditary Succe- 
ſſion, that I know of, which may not 
be Reſolved by what has here been (aid. 
And I hope we have very good Rea- 
ſon to affim, that the Right of Inhe- 
ritance, or Hereditary Monarchy was 
Eſtabliſh'd by God himſelf, what ever 
exceptions God, for reaſons of his own, 
might ſometimespleaſe to make to his own 
Rules; nor can his doing fo any ways juſti-

it is becauſe they have no Light in them, 
what ever Illuminations they may pre- 
tend; and I am ſure Heat without Light 
was the proper place of Him that Be 
tray d the Heir,[ his LordJby whom he might 
have been ſaved, but that he ſought De 
ſtructiom in the errour of his ways, ran 
greedily in the way of Balaum for Re- 
ward, and 22 in the gainſaying 
of Korah.
